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Applicants submitted, on July 30, 2007, a Rescission of Nonpublication Request under 35 
USC 122(b)(2)(B)(ii) and a Petition to Revive under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(f) for U.S. patent application 
10/814,056. A decision mailed to Applicants on August 31, 2007 dismissed the Petition to 
Revive, stating that further explanation should be provided regarding (1) the delay in reply that 
originally resulted in the abandonment, and (2) the delay in filing an initial petition pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .137(b) to revive the application.
